Austrian Colonel, 
Miraculously Saved, 
To Become a Priest 


Vienna—Hugo Richter, 60-year-old 
former colonel in the Austro-Hun- 
garian army, will be ordained a priest 
here this Spring. 


A miraculous escape from death, in 
the world war, is ascribed as the rea- 
son for the soldier’s decisién to devote 
his life to the priesthood. In 1916, 
while compaigning in Volhynia, Colo- 
nel Richter led a patrol into the terri- 
tory of the Russians. Suddenly a troop 
of Russians was discovered, cutting 
off the patrol’s line of retreat, and 
Colonel Richter ordered his men to 


go beneath the approach to a bridge 
and hide until the danger had passed. 


Hardly had the men of the patrol 


gone beneath the bridge when it was 


discovered that they were in a dan- 


gerous marsh, similar to quicksand, 


into which they were sinking. They 
could not leave because of the Rus- 
sians, who by that time had started to 
cross the bridge over their heads. 

The men sank in the soft mud until 
they were submerged to the breast. 
Colone! Richter, meanwhile, had been 
praying, and when hope had been all 


ed and the patrol was saved. 

Four years ago Colonel Richter, in 
gratitude for his escape, began his 
studies for the priesthood in the Uni- 
versity of Vienna.

The fact that negotiations are under 
way had not Been publicly disclosed in 
Catholic quarters, but the news will 
explain the new note of optimism 
manifest in the recent utterances of 
Catholic Bishops. 

Presenting the report of the Religi- 
ous Education Committee, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury said the negotia- 
tions now proceeding are in the con- 
fidential stage. It was their duty, he 
said, to try to arrange the terms of 
‘partnership between the Church and 
the State in their care of the children 
of the nation. The President of the 
Board of Education had expressed a 
desire to assist in finding a solution 
to that important and pressing prob- 
lem. 

In his interview with the President 
of the Board of Education the Angli- 
can Archbishop said he found com- 
plete agreement in the general desire 
to make religious teaching in all the 
schools really Christian and efficient. 

Having stated that he was still in 
communication with Cardinal Bourne, 


the Archbishop continued: “I have no| 


right to say what attitude the Roman 
Catholic authorities will finally adopt 
about these proposals, but unless they 
are seriously altered in the course of 
negotiations I hope that while they 
obviously fall short of what would be 
claimed, they will be accepted as the 
best that can be expected.” 

This passage seems to indicate that 
the Anglicans are not standing 
shoulder to shoulder with Catholics in 
their demand.

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Don Bosco Praised 
By Cardinal Hayes 
and Bishop Turner 


New York,--The solution of the 


problem of education of youth may be 
found in the methods of the Blessed 
Don Bosco, Cardinal Hayes said _re- 
cently at the close of a solemn High 
Mass in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, cele- 
brating the beautification of the Saint, 
which took place last June in Rome. 

The Cardinal spoke following the 
sermon of the Rt. Rev. William Tur- 
ner, Bishop of Buffalo, who reviewed 
the good works of Don Bosco. 

“T do not feel that my presence this 
morning should pass without availing 
myself of the opportunity of extend- 
ing our felicitations to the revered 
Order of Salesian Fathers,” Cardinal 
Hayes said. “We are greatly indebt- 
ed to them and to their illustrious 
founder, Don Bosco. In particular the 
Archdiocese of New York has had the 
benefit of their apostolic work for 
We ought to thank God 
that he has raised up on earth such a 
Saint as Don Bosco.” 

Don Bosco believed in expression 
rather than repression, Bishop Turner 
said. He believed-in allowing the 
child to express himself in games, in 
play, in song ard in that natural ex- 
pression of childhood, religion. He 
had no use for the science which 
teaches the insignificance or the low- 
ness of man, but taught the child to 
love and to fear God, In the problem 
of sex he taught that boys and girls 
should be tided over the adolescent 
period by active participation § in 
games and healthful sports which al 
lowed self-expression until they had 
arrived at the age of maturity and 
judgment. 

“Don Rosco repudiated French puri- 
teriem. but he also rejected the abom- 
inations of Freudiem,” said Bishop 
Turner. “He employed fine methods 
of character building He had the 
necessary control by the Sacramen* of 
Penance, by which he could check the 
child’s fault before it was too late.”
